Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1966. 

Whilst  comprehensive  statistical  information  and  explanatory  notes, 
relating  to  the  various  aspects  of  public  health,  are  presented  in  the  body 
of  the  report,  there  are  certain  features  relating  to  the  vital  statistics,  for 
the  year  under  review,  to  which  I  would  draw  your  attention  particularly. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  1966  (18.89  per  1,006  population) 
although  slightly  lower  than  the  corresponding  figure  for  196v5  (19.35), 
is  still  in  excess  of  the  national  average  (17.7). 

The  incidence  of  infantile  mortality  (16.37  per  1,000  live  births) 

indicates  an  appreciable  reduction  compared  with  that  of  the  previous 

year  (20.01)  and  is  lower  than  the  average  figure  for  England  and  Wales 
for  the  corresponding  period  (19.0). 

The  Death  Rate,  at  10.72  per  1,000  population,  is  again  lower  than 
that  for  England  and  Wales  generally  (11.7). 

Cancer  mortality,  v-hich  accounted  for  21%  of  the  deaths,  is  lower 
than  it  was  in  1965,  particularly  in  relation  to  lung  involvement  but  this 
is  contrarv  to  the  general  overall  ■  trend  and  must  unfortunately  be 
regarded  as  a  spurious  figure. 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  prevailing  public  health  problem 
of  primary  importance,  if  one  bases  priorities  on  the  provision  of  measures 
which  will  confer  the  greatest  benefit  on  the  greatest  number  of  individuals 
in  the  community,  is  the  vigorous  pursual  of  the  implementation  of  the 
conditions  which  are  prescribed  for  the  mitigation  of  air  pollution  in  the 
Clean  Air  Act,  1956.  During  the  year,  the  Council  approved  of  a  phased 
programme  for  the  establishment  of  smoke  control  areas,  together  with 
its  financial  implications.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  six  areas  had  been 
declared  subject  to  Orders  under  the  provision  of  the  Act  but  they  had 
not  yet  become  operative, 


Once  again,  it  is  my  pleasure  to  express  appreciation  of  the  support 
and  interest  of  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  in 
the  activities  of  the  Def)artment.  No  less  am  1  appreciative  of  the  efforts 
of  a  loyal  and  conscientious  staff. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chief  Officers  of  other  departments 
of  the  Corporation  for  their  continued  co-operation.

Since  its  inception  a  few  years  ago,  this  service  has  maintained  its 
popularity.  Seldom,  if  ever,  does  an  elderly  person  fail  to  keep  an  appoint¬ 
ment  and  a  long  waiting  list  is  always  in  evidence,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
the  chiropodist  devotes  days  per  week  to  her  work. 

A  charge  of  6d.  per  treatment  is  levied  on  elderly  persons,  2/6d.  on 
expectant  mothers,  but  no  charge  is  made  to  physically  handicapped 
persons.  No  extra  charge  is  made  for  domiciliary  visiting. 

During  1966,  89  clinic  sessions  were  held  involving  1,413  attendances 
by  the  elderly,  200  by  physicall}^  handicapped  persons,  and  7  by  expectant 
mothers. 

Transport  was  provided  to  enable  the  chiropodist  to  make  281 
home  visits  during  47  domiciliary  sessions. 

CHILD  GUIDANCE 

Details  of  this  service  are  set  out  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Principal 
School  Medical  Officer. 


CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRES 

Sessions  are  held  at  the  Central  Clinic  at  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  St.  Aidan’s  Church  Hall,  New  York,  Meadow  Well  School,  Ridges 
Estate,  John  Street  School,  Cullercoats,  Marden  Estate  Tenants’  Com¬ 
munity  Welfare  Centre,  a  total  in  all  of  eight  sessions  per  week. 

During  1966,  a  total  of  357  sessions  were  held,  attended  by  3,089 
children  under  5  years  of  age. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION 

The  Health  Education  programme  has  continued  to  function  as  in 
previous  years.  Material  supplied  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health 
Education  has  been  exhibited  and  regular  use  is  made  of  cinematograph 
and  film  strip  projections. 

A  useful  innovation  was  the  invitation  to  student  teachers  to  observe 
the  work  carried  out  at  the  various  clinics,  and  thus  gain  knowledge  of 
the  services  provided  by  the  local  health  authority. 
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The  methods  of  education,  to  which  reference  has  been  made,  in 
no  way  supplant  what  appears  to  be  the  most  effective  means  of  influencing 
members  of  the  public  in  matters  of  hygiene,  namely,  individual  and  group 
talks  given  by  Health  Visitors. 

Study  afternoons  have  been  arranged  for  the  benefit  of  the  nursing 
staff,  and  specialist  talks  and  demonstrations  have  been  given  on  such 
subjects  as  physiotherapy,  paediatrics,  chest  diseases,  mental  health  and 
phenylketonuria.

Out  of  these  87  cases  of  prematurity,  6  died  within  24  hours  of 
birth,  and  5  between  1  and  28  days.  74  were  surviving  after  28  days. 

9  premature  stillbirths  occurred  in  Hospital,  but  none  at  home. 

INCIDENCE  OF  CONGENITAL  MALFORMATIONS 

The  Ministry  of  Health’s  scheme  to  provide  the  Registrar  General 
with  statistical  data  relating  to  the  incidence  of  congenital  malformations 
continues  to  function  without  any  difficulty. 

During  the  year  the  Registrar  General  was  notified  of  the  occurrence 
of  congenital  malformations  in  18  instances  relating  to  residents  of  the 
County  Borough  of  Tynemouth,  and  13  instances  of  children  born  in 
local  hospitals,  but  whose  parents  were  not  resident  in  the  area.

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REPORT  BY  R.  W.  ESSENHIGH,  PRINCIPAL  SCHOOL  DENTAL 
OFFICER,  ON  THE  DENTAL  TREATMENT  PROVIDED  FOR 
EXPECTANT  AND  NURSING  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN 
DURING  1966. 


Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  children  were  exam¬ 
ined  and  treated  during  the  year  by  the  dental  officers  at  the  Public 
Health  Department. 

A  total  of  27  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  were  examined  and 
subsequently  received  treatment. 

Of  the  343  pre-school  children  who  were  examined  at  the  Dental 
Clinic  and  Nursery  Schools,  147  were  found  to  require  treatment. 

Where  general  anaesthesia  was  required  for  the  extraction  of  decayed 
teeth,  this  was  administered  by  the  dental  anaesthetist.  Dr.  J.  R.  Stead¬ 
man.  A  total  of  98  anaesthetics  were  given  during  the  year. 

6  artificial  dentures  were  supplied  to  mothers. 

The  co-operation  with  the  medical  department  in  referring  patients 
who  require  dental  inspection  continued  as  before  and  resulted  in  many 
patients  receiving  dental  attention  who  would  otherwise  have  been 
neglected. 


WELFARE  FOODS 

A  variety  of  proprietary  brands  of  dried  milk  and  other  foods  is  sold 
during  the  maternal  and  child  welfare  sessions,  the  cost  being  recovered 
in  full,  plus  a  10%  handling  charge.

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MIDWIFERY 

ANTE-NATAL  AND  POST-NATAL  CLINICS. 

51  medical  officers’  sessions  were  held  during  the  year,  involving 
the  attendance  of  19  women  at  the  ante  natal  sessions  and  11  at  post 
natal  sessions.  This  is  a  considerable  reduction  on  previous  years,  the 
cause  being  directly  attributable  to  G.P.’s  seeing  their  own  patients,  as 
detailed  in  the  following  paragraph. 


GENERAL  MEDICAL  PRACTITIONERS 

Since  its  inception  in  1965,  the  scheme  for  the  provision  of  ante-  and 
post-natal  examination  facilities,  for  the  use  of  general  practitioners,  has 
continued.  In  addition  to  the  use  of  premises,  the  services  of  a  Health 
Visitor  and  Midwife  are  also  available. 

During  1966,  200  clinics  were  held,  involving  a  total  of  1,967 
attendances.

MATERNITY  OUTFITS. 

120  sterilised  maternity  packs  were  issued  free  of  charge  to 
expectant  mothers. 


MATERNITY  CASES  ATTENDED. 

The  work  of  the  domiciliary  midwives  shows  yet  another  decrease 
in  the  number  of  cases  attended  at  home,  109  in  1966  as  against  145  in 

1965. 
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The  reduction  in  the  numbers  of  home  confinements,  attended  by 
municipal  midwives,  is  offset  by  the  number  of  occasions  on  which  it 
is  now  necessary  to  ‘follow  up’  early  hospital  discharges.  In  1966,  district 
midwives  attended  1,019  such  cases,  as  against  1,202  in  1965. 

RELAXATION  AND  MOTHERCRAFT  CLASSES 

Expectant  mothers  have  attended  relaxation  and  mothercraft 
classes  with  enthusiasm,  and  maximum  attendances  have  been  obtained 
throughout  the  year. 

During  the  year  269  expectant  mothers  attended  75  classes  involving 
1,340  attendances. 

CHILD  CARE  CLASSES 

Pupils  from  local  schools  attend  these  classes  in  order  to  obtain 
the  certificate  in  Child  Care,  sponsored  by  the  National  Association  for 
Maternal  and  Child  Welfare.  During  the  year  97  girls  sat  the  examination 
and  93  passed. 

Observation  visits  by  the  girls  to  Infant  Welfare  Sessions  are  a 
feature  of  the  tuition  syllabus. 

Exhibitions  of  garment  and  needlework  performed  by  the  girls  are 
staged  in  the  central  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS 

A  total  of  2,020  births  including  non-residents  was  notified  during 
the  year  (1,976  live  and  44  stillbirths). 

HEALTH  VISITING 

During  the  year  Health  Visitors  visited  5,460  children  born  in  the 
years  1961/1966,  and  122  aged  persons. 

92  mentally  disordered  persons  were  also  visited. 

Screening  in  the  detection  of  deafness  in  children 

The  health  visitors  carry  out  routine  hearing  tests  on  children  at  the 
age  of  nine  months,  children  at  risk,  and  those  referred  especially  by 
family  doctors  for  particular  reasons,  e.g.,  child  not  talking,  speech 
defect,  etc. 

High  frequency  rattles,  suitably  calibrated,  are  used.  They  are 
supplied  by  the  Department  of  Audiology  and  Education  of  the  Deaf, 
Manchester  University. 

Health  Visitor  training 

In  1966,  one  of  the  present  staff  of  Health  Visitors  qualified  at  the 
training  centre  based  upon  the  Newcastle  upon  Tyne  Public  Health 
Department.  Tynemouth  area  was  approved  in  1966  for  the  practical 
side  of  a  Health  Visitor’s  training  curriculum.  In-service  study  days  are 
also  held  regularly  for  the  qualified  staff, 
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Attachment  of  Health  Visitors,  District  Nurses  and  Midwives 
to  General  Medical  Practices 

The  Council,  aware  of  the  theoretical  advantages  which  could  result 
from  the  attachment  of  specific  members  of  the  nursing  units,  responsible 
for  the  operation  of  the  foregoing  fields  of  their  profession,  to  general 
medical  practices,  has  given  careful  consideration  to  the  proposal  and 
detailed  discussions  with  representatives  of  the  general  medical  practi¬ 
tioners,  of  the  problems,  have  taken  place  at  officer  level. 

To  date,  it  has  been  decided  to  continue  to  deploy  the  various 
category  of  nurses  on  a  geographical  basis  in  order  to  ensure  optimal 
benefit  from  their  services,  and  to  compromise  in  regard  to  meeting  the 
needs  of  general  practitioners  by  maintaining  a  close  liaison  which  has 
been  operative  for  some  considerable  time. 

Facilities  are  readily  available  for  any  general  medical  practitioner 
to  discuss,  with  an  appropriate  member  of  the  nursing  staff,  the  circum¬ 
stances  and  requirements  of  any  of  his  patients  who  reside  in  the  area  of 
of  the  Borough  in  which  that  nurse  normally  discharges  her  duties.

Whilst  the  position  is  reviewed  from  time  to  time,  it  is  apparent  that, 
at  least,  as  long  as  difficulty  in  recruitment  persists,  a  scheme  of  liaison 
provides  reasonable  compromise. 

HOME  NURSING 

The  Service  is  staffed  by  ten  whole-time  district  nurses  (eight  state 
registered  district  trained  and  two  enrolled  assistants).  All  are  under  the 
direct  control  of  the  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer. 

The  number  of  persons  who  came  under  the  care  of  the  home  nursing 
staff  during  the  course  of  the  year  was  866,  this  figure  including  428 
persons  over  65  at  the  time  of  the  first  visit,  and  16  under  the  age  of  5. 

The  special  treatment  clinic  for  ambulant  patients  was  visited  by 
6  patients  on  145  occasions.

This  ancillary  Home  Nursing  Service  continued  to  perform  its  useful 
work  throughout  the  year,  and  26  elderly  incontinent  patients  under  the 
care  of  the  district  nurses  benefitted  collectively  from  the  laundering  of 
no  less  than  2,008  articles,  mostly  draw  sheets  and  bed  sheets. 

Provision  of  incontinence  pads 

This  proposal  was  closely  considered  by  the  Health  Committee  and 
it  was  resolved  that,  as  the  laundry  service  appeared  to  be  dealing  with 
this  problem  reasonably  adequately,  no  large  scale  distribution  of  incon¬ 
tinence  pads  be  authorised.  The  relatively  few  pads  that  are  used  are 
destroyed  by  incineration. 

The  issue  of  pads  is  likely  to  be  increased  in  the  near  future  and  the 
necessity  to  do  so  is  being  kept  under  continuous  review. 
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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION  OF  PERSONS  UNDER  16 
Smallpox 

Efforts  to  encourage  the  vaccination  of  children  by  family  doctors 
and  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  are  still  being  continued  by  direct 
approach  to  parents  by  health  visitors  and  by  postal  reminders.

Poliomyelitis 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  of  the  eligible  groups  continued  with  the 
exclusive  use  of  the  Sabin  oral  vaccine,  and  throughout  the  year  279 
clinic  sessions  were  held  at  the  various  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

Full  courses  of  three  doses  of  oral  vaccine  were  given  in  1, 178  instances, 
and  761  children  received  re-inforcing  doses. 

Record  cards  were  received  from  general  medical  practitioners 
relating  to  42  children  who  received  3  doses  of  oral  vaccine,  and  37  who 
received  re-inforcing  doses. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Ambulance  Service  completed  its  second  operational  year  since 
its  separation  from  the  Fire  Service  in  1964.  Members  of  the  Staff  have 
successfully  undergone  courses  of  training  in  First  Aid  Life-Saving 
Resuscitation  techniques,  and  were  successful  in  passing  the  Higher  First 
Aid  Examinations. 
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As  forecast  in  the  1965  Report,  a  Dual  Purpose  Estate  Car  was 
purchased  for  the  longer  distance  journeys,  and  is  proving  an  asset;  also 
one  extra  driver  was  appointed. 

During  the  year  the  Service  carried  29,989  patients  a  distance  of 
130,842  miles,  and  attended  to  2,417  Emergency  calls. 

This  shows  an  increase  of  2,156  patients,  3,850  miles  and  93  Emer¬ 
gency  calls  over  the  same  period  for  1965. 


PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE 

TUBERCULOSIS. 


Chest  Clinic. 

The  clinic  which  serves  the  population  of  this  Borough  is  located  at 
Preston  Hospital.  The  medical  staff  consists  of  2  Chest  Physicians. 

Regular  sessions  for  the  examination  of  cases  referred  by  general 
practitioners,  or  as  a  result  of  mass  miniature  radiography,  the  review  of 
old  cases,  the  examination  of  contacts,  etc.,  are  held  and  arrangements 
are  also  made  for  B.C.G.  vaccination. 

The  clinic  not  only  serves  the  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth,  but 
also  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Whitley  Bay  and  Seaton  Valley  U.D. 


Contacts 

During  the  year  under  review  1 1  new  contacts  were  examined,  and  a 
further  92  individuals  in  this  category  were  X-rayed  only.  Old  contacts 
who  were  examined  numbered  17.  A  further  64  of  this  class  were  X-rayed 
only. 

Of  the  contacts  examined,  2  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
tuberculosis. 

As  in  previous  years  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  contacts  attending  the 
chest  clinic  was  restricted  to  child  contacts  who  were  tuberculin  negative 
reactors,  and  to  members  of  staffs  of  local  hospitals.  The  figures  were — 
Children  of  school  age,  41  ;  Children  of  pre-school  age,  69  ;  Hospital 
Staffs,  7. 


B.C.G.  Vaccination — School  Children. 

Protection  against  tuberculosis  was  again  offered  to  all  school 
children  in  the  thirteen  year  old  age  group. 

During  the  year  under  review,  585  children  were  skin  tested,  and  all 
the  children  with  a  negative  reaction  were  vaccinated. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  comparative  figures  for  the  last 
six  years.

During  the  year  the  Health  Visitors  visited  69  tuberculous  house¬ 
holds. 

Rehousing. 

The  tenancies  of  five  per  cent,  of  the  houses  built  by  the  Local 
Authority  are  allocated  to  families,  some  member  of  which  suffers  from 
active  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  number  of  families  rehoused  in 
1966  under  this  scheme  was  3. 

After-care. 

The  voluntary  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth  Tuberculosis  After¬ 
care  Committee  continued  to  carry  out  very  good  work  during  the  year, 
and  extra  nourishment  continued  to  be  granted  to  necessitous  cases  in 
the  form  of  milk,  eggs,  provisions,  etc. 

Advice  and  assistance  was  also  given  in  many  cases  of  domestic, 
social  and  rehabilitation  problems. 

HOME  HELP 

During  the  year,  domestic  assistance  was  supplied  in  558  instances, 
an  increase  of  33  over  the  previous  year.  Help  was  provided  for  402 
persons  aged  65  or  over,  19  to  the  chronic  sick  and  tuberculous,  7  to 
mentally  disordered  persons,  46  to  maternity  cases  and  84  miscellaneous 
cases. 

No  matter  what  the  changing  pattern  of  a  co-ordinated  social  service 
may  be  in  the  future,  there  is  still  a  vital  and  continuing  need  for  the 
Home  Help  Service.  The  basic  requirements  of  the  various  groups  of 
people  attended  by  the  Home  Helps  remain. 

Firstly,  there  are  the  aged,  with  their  fundamental  desire  to  remain 
in  their  own  homes.  Secondly,  there  exists  the  need  for  the  chronic  sick 
and  handicapped  to  remain  within  their  family  circle.  The  third  group  is 
the  mentally  disturbed,  who  need  to  be  accepted  as  normal  prople  with 
the  encouragement  and  sympathy  which  the  Home  Help  Service  can  give. 
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Lastly,  there  are  the  expectant  mothers  who  wish  to  be  confined  in 
hospital,  but  who  desire  to  return  home  as  soon  as  possible  and  the  Home 
Help  is  called  in  to  assist. 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  based  on  service  to  the  community  and 
planned  on  the  need  of  the  individual  patient.  In  obtaining  this  flexibility, 
good  liaison  with  other  services  is  vitally  important.  The  Home  Help 
administration  is  a  practical  and  personal  one  and  strives  to  bring  into 
community  care,  in  the  home,  a  happy  atmosphere,  the  right  coordination, 
and  the  sharing  of  knowledge  to  promote  good  team  work. 

The  Home  Help  herself  is  the  keystone  of  the  service  and  a  high 
standard  of  integrity  and  efficiency  is  encouraged  and  fostered  among 
the  staff. 


CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY  SCREENING 

During  1966,  1,186  women  attended  for  screening,  which  was  carried 
out  by  the  Maternal  and  Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer.  Six  of  this  number 
produced  a  positive  result. 


MENTAL  HEALTH 


Administration 

The  administration  of  the  Mental  Health  Services  of  the  Borough  is 
carried  out  by  the  Mental  Treatment  Sub-Committee  which  normally 
meets  quarterly  and  which  consists  of  eight  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  and  five  co-opted  members  elected  annually  by  the  Health 
Committee,  such  appointments  not  being  subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
Council.  The  Committee  considers,  and  reports  to  the  Health  Committee, 
all  matters  connected  with  Mental  Health. 

Training  Centre 

The  Spring  Terrace  Centre,  incorporates  three  independent  units  each 
containing  its  own  cloakroom  and  toilets. 

One  unit  contains  three  classrooms  for  nursery,  junior  and  inter¬ 
mediate  children  respectively;  the  other  two  units  are  for  workrooms  for 
the  adult  males  and  adult  females  respectively.  Ancillary  accommodation 
includes  kitchens  and  storerooms.  Ample  curtilage  includes  gardens  with 
greenhouse  and  a  tarmacadam  playground. 

The  present  intake  of  subnormal  pupils  attending  the  Centre 
is  adult  males  18,  adult  females  23,  junior  males  18,  junior  females  13, 
making  a  grand  total  of  72  trainees.

Co-ordination  with  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  Hospital  Management 
Committee  (joint  use  of  Officers) 

J.  S.  V.  Mouat,  Esq.,  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  D.P.M.,  Medical  Superintendent 
of  Prudhoe  and  Monkton  Hospital  conducts  a  Diagnostic  Clinic  at  the 
Tynemouth  Public  Health  Department. 

During  the  year  10  clinics  were  held  and  the  following  cases  dealt

New  Cases — 7.  50  cases  paid  secondary  visits. 

A  highly  satisfactory  degree  of  co-operation  exists  between  Prudhoe 
and  Monkton  Hospital,  to  which  most  of  the  Tynemouth  cases  requiring 
institutional  care  are  admitted,  and  the  medical  and  lay  officers  of  the 
Local  Mental  Health  Authority.  Close  liaison  also  has  been  established 
between  the  medical  officers  of  St.  George’s  Hospital,  and  the  Mental 
Welfare  Officers. 


MENTAL  HEALTH  ACT,  1959 

The  total  number  of  cases  dealt  with  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers 
in  co-operation  with  Medical  Practitioners,  Hospitals  and  Doctors  approved 
by  the  Local  Health  Authority  to  furnish  medical  recommendations  under 
the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959,  was  90.  Of  this  total,  77  were  admitted  to 
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St.  George’s  Hospital  (38  as  emergency  cases,  13  for  observation,  2  for 
long  term  treatment  and  24  as  informal  patients).  Further  medical 
recommendations  were  made  subsequently  for  23  of  the  77  patients, 
necessitating  in  some  cases,  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  concerned  visiting 
the  hospital  to  carry  out  the  statutory  action  required  by  the  Mental 
Health  Act,  1959. 

1  case  was  admitted  directly  to  Preston  Hospital  for  observation. 

In  10  of  the  total  of  90  cases,  no  action  under  the  Mental  Health 
Act,  1959,  was  deemed  necessary. 

As  a  result  of  a  court  order  under  section  60  of  the  Act,  one  case  was 
admitted  to  Prudhoe  and  Monkton  Hospital.  Another  case  was  admitted 
to  this  hospital  for  long  term  treatment. 


Ascertainment  of  the  Mentally  Subnormal 

This  work  is  carried  out  in  co-operation  with  Tynemouth  Education 
Authority  and  general  practitioners.  New  cases  are  referred  to  Dr.  Mouat 
for  specialist  assessment. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  hospital  during  the  year  was  7, 
and  10  cases  were  ascertained  and  placed  on  the  register  of  subnormal 
persons  under  the  supervision  of  this  authority. 

191  cases  were  under  supervision  at  the  end  of  the  year,  88  female, 
103  male. 

The  Mental  Welfare  Officers  endeavour  to  keep  in  touch  with  their 
patients  and  provide  after-care  after  discharge  from  hospital,  when 
required.

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VENEREAL  DISEASES 

There  is  little  doubt  that  from  the  general  impression  gained  by  the 
Venereologist  in  charge  of  the  local  Treatment  Centre,  the  incidence  of 
syphilis  and  gonorrhoea  in  residents  of  the  Borough  does  not  give  cause 
for  undue  concern,  as  has  been  the  case  in  other  densely  populated  areas 
— for  example,  in  the  Midlands.

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WATER. 

General  Domestic  Supply. 

The  water  supply  for  domestic  and  general  use  in  the  Count}^  Borough 
of  Tynemouth,  is  provided  by  the  water  undertaking  of  the  Local 
Authority,  v/hich  is  also  responsible  for  supplying  water  to  several  other 
areas  in  South  East  Northumberland. 

The  water  is  derived  from  four  sources,  namely,  an  upland  surface 
catchment  area  (Fontburn),  springs  in  the  same  district,  an  appreciable 
quantity  from  the  system  of  the  Coquet  Water  Board,  and  water  extracted 
from  the  River  Wansbeck  in  the  vicinity  of  the  village  of  Mitford.  During 
the  year  under  review  the  proportions  from  each  of  these  supplies  may  be 
expressed  approximately  in  the  following  percentages,  Fontburn  35*5%; 
Springs  16-26%  ;  Wansbeck  19-1%  ;  Coquet  Water  Board  29-2%. 

Distribution  throughout  the  Borough  is  achieved  through  four 
covered  service  reservoirs. 

Careful  consideration  has  been  given  by  the  Council  to  the  advisability 
of  the  introduction  of  fluoridation  of  the  supply  but  no  firm  decision  has 
yet  been  reached  in  this  respect. 

The  total  number  of  samples  of  water  derived  from  various  points 
of  the  Corporation’s  water  undertaking  throughout  the  year,  for  the 
purpose  of  bacteriological  examination  was  318.  Of  these,  86  were  ob¬ 
tained  from  piped  supplies,  service  reservoirs  and  gravitation  mains 
within  the  County  Borough.  The  remainder  had  their  origin  at  various 
points  located  in  that  part  of  South  East  Northumberland  supplied  by 
the  Tynemouth  Water  Department.

This  sample  of  water  is  of  satisfactory  organic  purity  and  its  physical 
condition  is  also  very  good.  The  water  is  pure  and  wholesome  and  it  is 
very  suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic  use.

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There  is  a  total  of  24,280  separately  occupied  dwellings  in  the  borough. 

All  premises,  except  those  which  it  is  proposed  to  demolish  shortly, 
now  have  an  independent  internal  piped  water  supply. 

Whilst  a  fairly  good  response  has  been  achieved  in  this  field  over 
the  past  five  years,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  landlords  generally  seem 
reluctant  to  provide  bathroom  facilities  in  the  older  properties,  especially 
in  view  of  the  financial  assistance  now  available,  under  the  House  Pur¬ 
chase  and  Housing  Act,  1959,  and  the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions) 
Act,  1958. 

Of  the  total  properties  in  the  Borough,  some  7,396  were 
erected  before  the  turn  of  the  century,  and  of  this  figure,  5,000  may  be 
taken  as  a  rough  estimate  of  the  number  of  houses  in  the  Borough  without 
Bathrooms. 

FLUORIDATION 

Although  considerable  attention  has  been  given  by  the  Council  to 
the  cases  advanced  for  and  against  the  fluoridation  of  domestic  water 
supplies,  no  positive  action  has  yet  been  taken  in  respect  of  the  County 
Borough  of  Tynemouth. 

Perhaps  it  is  felt  that  there  has  been  undue  emphasis  placed,  both 
with  regard  to  the  benefits  which  would  accrue  from  the  adoption  of 
such  a  measure  on  the  one  hand  and  the  detrimental  results  which  would 
inevitably  follow  from  it  on  the  other.  No  doubt,  there  is  some  merit  in 
awaiting  a  nearer  approach  to  universal  acceptance  of  the  measure 
however  desirable  its  introduction  appears  to  be. 

SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  is  a  large  open-air  swimming  pool  situated  at  the  south  end 
of  Tynemouth  Long  Sands  and,  in  addition,  there  is  an  open-air  swim¬ 
ming  bath  at  Hawkey’s  Lane,  North  Shields,  and  also  an  indoor  learner 
pool  was  opened  in  1965  in  the  former  Royal  Jubilee  School.  The  former  is 
filled  with  salt  water,  while  the  latter  two  pools  derive  their  supply  from 
the  Tynemouth  Corporation  water  undertaking.  Whilst  the  open-air 
pools  are  open  for  the  summer  season  only,  the  indoor  pool  is  a  heated 
one  and  swimming  instruction  is  given  throughout  the  year  for  non¬ 
swimmers  from  certain  junior  schools.  Continuous  filtration  and  chlorina¬ 
tion  are  used  at  all  pools,  the  amount  of  free  chlorine  present  in  the 
water  being  estimated  daily,  during  the  year.  Bacteriological  examina¬ 
tions  and  chemical  analyses  of  samples  of  these  waters  were  satisfactory. 

SEWAGE. 

The  existing  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  from  the 
Borough  are  adequate  for  the  immediate  and  the  foreseeable  future 
needs  of  the  community.  The  method  of  disposal,  however,  has  been  the 
subject  of  considerable  adverse  comment  in  recent  years,  and  has  exercised 
the  attention  of  the  Council. 

In  common  with  that  of  other  local  authorities  on  Tyneside,  the 
sewerage  system  of  this  authority  is  based  on  the  discharge  of  untreated 
sewage  into  the  River  Tyne  and  its  estuary,  in  addition  to  that  which 
is  similarly  discharged  into  adjacent  coastal  waters.

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RODENT  CONTROL 

This  control  is  administered  under  the  provisions  of  the  Prevention 
of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

During  the  year,  privately  owned  and  Corporation  properties, 
including  tips,  were  treated  by  the  Corporation,  whilst  at  certain  privately 
owned  works  and  other  premises,  treatment  was  carried  out  either  by 
direct  labour  or  by  servicing  firms.  Farms  and  small  holdings  have  also 
received  attention. 

One  partial  maintenance  treatment  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out 
in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Infestation  Control 
Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  Baits  were  laid  on 
4  occasions  over  a  period  of  two  weeks  and  the  quantity  taken  recorded. 
The  estimated  kill  for  this  treatment  was  517  rats.

MILK  SUPPLIES. 

The  County  borough  is  included  in  an  area  under  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  (Specified  Areas  No.  2)  Order  1953.  This  requires  that  all 
milk  retailed  in  the  Borough  shall  be  either  'Pasteurised'  or  ‘Sterilized’ 
(which  is  bottled  at  the  plant  where  heat-treated)  or  ‘Untreated’  (which 
must  be  from  tuberculous  free  herds  and  bottled  on  registered  premises). 
All  retailers  of  milk  are  licensed  for  a  period  of  5  years  ending  31st  Decem¬ 
ber,  1970. 

The  production  of  milk  at  3  farms  in  the  Borough  is  supervised  by 
Inspectors  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 

During  the  year  76  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Newcastle  for  examination  to  determine 
whether  they  com.plied  with  the  standards  laid  down  in  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  Regulations  1963.

ICE-CREAM. 

The  Tynemouth  Corporation  Act  1934,  Section  151  requires  that  all 
persons  manufacturing  or  selling  ice-cream  in  the  borough  and  all  premises 
used  for  the  purpose  must  be  registered  with  the  Local  Authority.  There 
are  6  manufacturers  and  332  retailers  so  registered.  24  samples  of  ice¬ 
cream  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Newcastle  for  examination  and  grading.  1  examination  was  not  completed* 

It  is  suggested  by  the  Ministry  that  over  any  six  month  period  50% 
of  vendors  samples  should  fall  into  Grade  1;  80%  into  Grades  1  or  2;  and 
not  more  than  20%  into  Grade  3;  and  none  at  all  in  Grade  4.

Smoke  Control  Areas 

1966  was  a  decisive  year  in  Tynemouth’s  progress  on  domestic 
smoke  control. 

Decisions  were  taken  during  the  year  to  bring  into  operation  in  1967 
six  smoke  control  areas  covering  a  large  part  of  the  northern  district  of 
the  Borough. 

The  position  at  31st  December,  1966,  was  that  No.  1  area,  covering 
the  Preston  Grange  Estate,  and  No.  2  area,  covering  the  Marden  West 
Estate,  had  been  confirmed  by  the  Minister  to  become  operative  on  1st 
June,  1967.  Together  these  two  orders  covered  285  acres  and  824  dwellings. 
Another  four  orders  had  been  made  and  were  awaiting  confirmation  by 
the  Minister,  in  anticipation  that  they  would  be  operative  on  1st  Septem¬ 
ber,  1967.  Taken  together  these  four  orders  covered  285  acres  and  1,174 
dwellings. 

Because  of  the  local  shortage  of  sufficiently  reactive  open  fire  fuels 
it  was  necessary  to  designate  improved  open  grates  as  unsuitable  for 
installation  in  the  foregoing  areas.  Moreover  the  survey  of  houses  to  be 
brought  under  smoke  control  had  shown  that  a  high  proportion  of  dwel¬ 
lings  were  fitted  with  underfloor  draught  fires  for  which  supplies  of  prem¬ 
ium  fuels  were  not  readily  available  and  which  would  have  to  be  adapted  by 
the  fitting  of  a  fan  to  the  air  intake  so  as  to  provide  sufficient  draught  to 
burn  satisfactorily  the  N.C.B.  hard  coke  sold  locally  as  Sunbrite.  A  series 
of  tests  were  carried  out  which  established  that  for  the  open  grate,  local 
Sunbrite  is  difficult  to  ignite  and  slow  to  recover  after  refuelling. 
It  became  clear  that  a  good  deal  of  attention  would  need  to  be  paid  to 
this  problem  in  order  to  satisfy  householders  that  this  officially  approved 
appliance  would  give  satisfactory  performance. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  marked  progress  was  made  in  the  adaptation 
of  fireplaces  to  burn  smokeless  fuel.  94  applications  had  been  received  of 
which  76  were  approved  15  refused  and  3  were  then  still  pending  decision. 
In  50  dwellings  the  work  had  been  completed  and  27  claims  for  grant  were 
being  dealt  with. 

A  good  start  had  been  made  on  this  new  venture  thanks  to  the 
stalwart  efforts  of  Mr.  Moralee  on  the  technical  side  and  Mr.  Purdue  who 
looked  after  the  administrative  details. 

Prior  Approval  to  New  Boiler  Plant 

There  were  no  applications  received  under  this  heading  during  the 
year. 

Smoke  Observations 

A  total  of  18  smoke  observations  were  conducted  during  the  year, 
and  18  visits  were  made  to  inspect  Boiler  Plant. 

Measurement  of  Atmospheric  Pollution 

On  the  20th  January,  1958,  Recording  Apparatus  (Smoke  Filter 
and  Volumetric  Sulphur  Dioxide)  was  installed  in  the  Public  Health 
Department. 
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During  each  period  of  24  liours,  about  60  cu.  ft.  of  air  from  outside 
the  building  is  drawn  by  means  of  a  small  electric  pump,  through  a  piece 
of  white  filter  paper,  and  then  through  two  bubbling  tubes,  containing 
diluted  hydrogen  peroxide.  Smoke  particles  are  trapped  on  the  filter 
paper  and  form  a  stain,  wliich  varies  according  to  the  amount  of  tarry 
and  other  combustible  matter  in  the  smoke  suspended  in  the  atmos¬ 
phere. 

I  he  weight  of  material  caught,  is  estimated  by  matching  the  stain 
with  a  scale  of  shades  which  has  been  previously  calibrated.  Sulphur 
Dioxide  in  the  air,  reacts  with  the  Hydrogen  Peroxide,  to  form  dilute 
Sulphuric  Acid,  and  the  amount  of  this  is  estimated  daily  by  titration  with 
standard  Alkali.  From  tins  the  amount  of  Sulphur  Dioxide  is  calculated.
